INVESTIGATIVE SUMMARY 
USE OF FORCE-HEAD STRIKE-IMPACT WEAPON (STUNBAG ROUND) 
URN 911-15851-1323-052 


On August 11, 2011, at approximately 1135 hours, deputies responded to 2770 Carson 
Street, "VWWalmart,” regarding a man with a knife call inside McDonald's restaurant 
located inside Walmart. The informant stated the suspect was trying to stab an 
employee. Deputies arrived and saw the suspect inside the McDonald's eating area 
(Icbby). The suspect was bleeding from his arms and was holding two knives to his 
neck, threatening to further harm himself. Deputies ordered the suspect to drop the 
knives numerous times, but he did not comply. Fearing the suspect was going to harm 
himself again, Deputy Cosio aimed at the suspect's upper torso and fired four stunbag 
rounds. One of the stunbag rounds veered and inadvertently struck the suspect's left 
upper face/cheek area and one round apparently struck the suspect's left knee. The 
stunbag had the desired effect and the suspect was taken into custody without further 
incident. The suspect sustained the following injuries; fractures to his left orbital and 
nose, contusions to his left eye and left thigh, a self inflicted laceration to his left 
forearm (eight stitches), and bleeding from behind his left eye. 


The suspect was transported to Long Beach Memorial Hospital for his injuries.

Deputy EEE said Lakewood desk updated the call that the suspect was in the 
McDonald’s located inside Walmart and the suspect was now assaulting customers with 
knives. He said he remembered hearing updates on the call and someone coordinating 
the call, but he does not specifically remember what the coordination was. He said he 
was focused on his code-3 driving and arriving at the call safely. 


Deputy EEE said he was the first deputy to arrive at Walmart and he parked in 
front of the store. He said he saw customers running out of the store screaming. He 
said he entered the store with his duty weapon drawn and he was directed to the 
McDonald’s where the suspect was located. He said he ran to the McDonald’s and saw 
the suspect in the lobby of the restaurant waving two large knives around. He said he 
was focused on the suspect to the point of tunnel vision. 


Deputy SEE said he was positioned at the entrance of the lobby and he saw the 
suspect standing, holding the knives across his neck. He said he pointed his handgun 
at the suspect and he could hear a lot of screaming behind him in the Walmart store. 
He said the suspect saw him and then sat down in a booth. He said the suspect was 
approximately 20 feet or less away from him. He said he repeatedly ordered the 
suspect to drop the knives and to get on the floor, at the same time taking a few steps 
toward the suspect. He said he started to move toward the suspect when Deputy 
tapped his shoulder and told him to wait and hold back. He said at that time he became 
aware Deputies land Mad arrived. He said Deputies Ban aie 
at the McDonald’s approximately five seconds after he did. 


Deputy EB saia the suspect was telling him to shoot him. He said he moved to a 
better position behind a trash can. He said at this time Deputy Cosio arrived with the 
stunbag and announced, “deploying stunbag.” He said Deputy Cosio fired one round at 
the suspect: it appeared as if the round had no effect. He said Deputy Cosio fired three 
additional rounds at the suspect, and one of the rounds hit the suspect. He said all four 
of the rounds were fired quickly and he does not know which round actually hit the 
suspect. 


Deputy EE saw the suspect's arms and knees contract inward toward the center 
of his body. He saw the suspect drop the knives with one of knives falling on the table 
and the other one falling to the floor away from the suspect. He said at this time all four 
of them moved toward the suspect to take him into custody. He said Deputy took 
hold of the suspect's right arm and guided him to the floor. He said the suspect was 
placed on his stomach. 
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Deputy EEE saic the suspect was heavily bleeding, and he did not want to place 
his bare hands on the suspect to handcuff him. He said he and the other deputies 
placed their feet on the suspect’s back and legs to hold him on the floor. He said the 
suspect was not resisting, but was still moving around, wincing in pain. He said the 
suspect was screaming, “Why am | still alive? 1 should be dead.” The suspect said 
they did not “do it” right and he should be dead. He said he donned rubber gloves and 
handcuffed the suspect. He said Deputy M coueste paramedics to respond to the 
location. 


Deputy EEE aia Detective Ma ivea and also placed her foot on the 
suspect's back to prevent him from moving around. He said the suspect was moving his 
legs around, and he decided to apply the hobble restraint to the suspect's ankles. 


Deputy [said Paramedics and Sergeant Jobling arrived at the scene. He said 
the suspect was treated and placed on a gurney. He said he escorted the suspect to the 
ambulance, where he was placed inside. That was his last contact with the suspect. 


Deputy EES ic Sergeant Jobling asked him to record a post video of the scene.

patrolling the area of Flower and Clark Street in Bellflower when he heard over dispatch- 
14 a 415/417A call at the Walmart store in Lakewood. He said they were three minutes 
away from Walmart and they responded code-3. He said a unit requested responding 
units to meet in front of the store. 
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Deputy M<- the call was updated to attempted suicide and the suspect had cut 
himself. He said the last update he heard was the suspect was assaulting people and 
had people cornered behind a counter in McDonald’s. He said he requested over the 
radio for a unit with a stunbag to respond to Walmart and he heard an unknown unit 
acknowledge he had a stunbag. He said Deputy Cosio met up with them as they were 
responding to Walmart and they all arrived in front of the store at the same time. He 
said he noticed another unit had already arrived and later discovered it was Deputy 


Deputy W said he and Deputy [exited their car and Deputy Cosio told them to 
go ahead as he retrieved his stunbag from his trunk. He said he saw numerous people 
exiting the store, screaming, “Oh my God.” He said he entered the store with his gun 
drawn and he saw an employee pointing west and several people were yelling, “He’s 
down there.” He said he and Deputy ran west, in front of the check-out stands, 
and he saw the McDonald’s restaurant. He saw Deputy M t-n next to a 
rash receptacle area at the opening to the dining area of McDonald’s. He saw Deputy 
a eae his handgun toward the inside of the dining area. 


Deputy {said as he was running he heard screaming coming from the McDonald’s 
area and thought the suspect might be stabbing someone. He said as he approached 
McDonald’s he saw blood on the front counter and floor. 


Deputy said he and Deputy Boine Deputy ns he saw the 
suspect seated at a small booth on the west wall of the dining room. The suspect was 
facing them and they were approximately 15-20 feet away from the suspect. Deputy 

pointed his handgun at the suspect and he was “on target.” He saw the suspect 
holding two 8-12 inch butcher knives up to his neck. He said the suspect had the knives 
across his neck in a “X” fashion below his chin. The suspect was bloody and there was 
blood on the floor. He could not see where the suspect was bleeding from. 


Deputy IEE said the suspect said, “You’re gonna have to kill me. | didn’t do anything 
wrong.” He said all three of them were telling the suspect to drop the knives and they 
could help nim, but he said the suspect did not comply with their orders. He said he 
continued to hear screaming coming from behind him and later found out it was the 
suspect's EEE who was screaming. He said he did not know if the suspect had 
stabbed someone or if there were injured victims inside the McDonaid’s or elsewhere. 


Deputy saic Deputy Cosio joined them at McDonald’s approximately 20 seconds 
after he and Deputy arrived. He said he saw Deputy Cosio had the stunbag and 
he heard Deputy Cosio announce “stunbag.” He said he then heard four stunbag 
rounds fire in succession. He noticed the suspect had been hit by one of the rounds, but 
he does not know which one hit him. 
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Deputy [iJ saia the suspect appeared to be dazed, and he dropped the knives. One 
of the knives fell to the floor underneath the table and the other knife fell on top of the 
table. He said the suspect “winced” in pain and rotated his body outward from the 
booth. 


Deputy [saw the suspect was dazed. He decided to approach the suspect and 
take him into custody before he regained his senses and regained control of a knife. He 
said he did not announce his intentions, but moved forward toward the suspect, and the 
other deputies followed him. 


Deputy said he grabbed hold of the suspect's right arm and pulled him down to 
the floor. He said the suspect was on his stomach and there was blood everywhere. He 
saw the suspect was bleeding heavily and he heard someone request paramedics to 
respond inside the store to the McDonald's 


Deputy said he placed his foot on the suspect's back and he saw someone's foot 
on the suspect’s shoulder area. He said the suspect saic, “What the fuck did you just 
shoot me with? Why am | not dead? | should be dead.” The suspect was angry he was 
not dead and he was moving his legs about, but was under control. 


Deputy EE said Deputy IEE donned gioves anc handcuffed the suspect. He 
said paramedics arrived and treated the suspect. He noticed the suspect was hobbled, 
but did not know who applied it 


Deputy said Deputyfiiiileccompanied the suspect in the ambulance, and he 
followed them to Long Beach Memorial Hospital.

Deputy Bai- he and his partner (Deputy B=- assigned to Lakewood Station 
as Special Assignment Deputies for the City of Bellflower. He said they were patrolling 
the area of Flower and Lakewood Boulevard in Bellflower when he heard SCC 
requesting units code-3 to the Walmart store in Lakewood. He said they started driving 
toward Walmart and heard the call concerned a man with a knife attempting suicide. 
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Deputy saia he heard Deputy Dominic Dannan setting up a containment of the 
store and he heard the call get updated. The suspect had cut himself and was attacking 
employees at McDonald’s. He heard Deputy request a unit with less-lethal 
weapons to respond to Walmart. He said Deputy Cosio met up with them as they were 
responding to Walmart and they all arrived in front of the store at the same time. He 
said he heard over the radio that Deputy IEEE had already arrived at the location 
and saw his car parked in front of the store. 


Deputy HB said he and Deputy {iiiexitea their car and Deputy Cosio told them to 
go ahead as he retrieved his stunbag from his trunk. He said he entered the store with 
his gun drawn and he saw people pointing toward McDonald’s. He and Deputy 

ran west in front of the check-out stands, and he saw the McDonald’s restaurant. He 
saw Deputy EE cunning ahead of them and then stop at the opening to the 
dining area of McDonald’s. He saw Deputy EEE pointing his handgun toward the 
dining area and ordering someone to drop the knife. 


Deputy [said he and Deputy M joined Deputy [EE and he saw the 
suspect seated at a small booth on the west wall of the dining room. He saw blood all 
over the front counter and he did not know whose blood it was or what had happened at 
the counter. 


Deputy I said the suspect was facing them and was holding two large carving 
knives up to his neck. The suspect had his elbows on the table and the knives across 
his neck in a “X” fashion below his chin. He said they told the suspect to drop the 
knives, but the suspect refused. The suspect said, “Fuck you. You got to kill me. Pm 
not dropping the knife. You’re gonna have to shoot me.” 


Deputy {said Deputy Cosio arrived with the stunbag. Deputy [perceived they 
were in a high risk situation. He said the suspect was capable of moving quickly and 
attacking them because of their close distance to each other. 


Deputy Ms aic Deputy Cosio announced he was deploying the stunbag. He then 
heard four stunbag rounds fire. He said the first two rounds were not fired as quickly as 
the last two rounds, but all four rounds were fired quickly. 


Deputy aid he knew one of the rounds had hit the suspect and affected him. He 
said he did not know which round hit the suspect. He saw the suspect wince in pain and 
saw his body jump up from the booth. The suspect dropped both of the knives; one fell 
to the floor and the other fell on top of the table. He said the suspect was dazed and 
confused. 
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Deputy Miisa they all approached the suspect. Deputy grabbed held of one 
of the suspect's arms and pulled him down to the ground. He said he could see the 
suspect was bleeding from his arms and from his face and/or neck. He said the suspect 
was on his stomach and the suspect said, “What the fuck did you shoot me with? How 
come that didn’t kill me? You were suppose to kill me. You guys need training on how 
to kill people.” 


Deputy {i placed his left foot on the suspect's shoulder area to hold him down on the 


floor. He said Depu was to his left and Deputy Cosio was to his right. He said 
he heard Deput' ay he was going to don gloves and handcuff the suspect. 
He saw Deputy| andcuff the suspect and he heard screaming coming from 
behind him. 


Deputy M: ugh: the screaming could be another problem or the screaming 
indicated an injured victim. He said he found out the suspect's EE was screaming, 
and he requested additional units code-3 and for paramedics to respond inside the 
store, 


Deputy stood by the scene as paramedics treated the suspect. He said he noticed 
the suspect was hobbled around his ankles, but he did not know who applied it. He said 
he rode with the suspect in the ambulance and Deputy followed them to the 
hospital.

Deputy Cosio was interviewed by IAB Sergeant David Bly on August 31, 2011, at 
approximately 1129 hours. The interview took place at [AB and was recorded for review. 
The following is a summary of that interview: 


Deputy Cosio said he was working patrol and was looking for an unrelated suspect in a 
hit-and-run call when he heard a 415B call over the radio. The call was at the Walmart 
and quickly updated to an attempt suicide and a person attempting to stab people. He 
said he decided to start driving toward the Walmart and he heard other units were 
responding code-3. 


Deputy Cosio said as he approached Walmart he saw Deputies BE n so 
approaching the location. He said he heard a unit on the radio asking who was close to 
Walmart and he heard Deputy [Jor {iJrespond they were at the location. He said 
he followed them into the parking lot and they parked on the westside in front of the 
store. He said they all exited their vehicles at the same time. 
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Deputy Cosio said he told Deputies [ena o contact the suspect and he would 
retrieve his stunbag from the trunk. He said they entered the store and he retrieved the 
stunbag and four stunbag rounds. He said he loaded the stunbag as he responded into 
the store. He said, “I’m seeing people just running out. It was chaotic, people 
screaming.’ 


Deputy Cosio said customers pointed him toward the suspect and he saw Deputies 
A Hl: the entrance of McDonald’s. He approached McDonald’s and heard 
someone ordering the suspect to “put down the knives.” He said he saw blood on the 
front counter of McDonald’s. He said, “There’s quite a bit of blood. l'm thinking, oh, 
God, this guy, he got somebody. He must have stabbed somebody.” 


and he saw Depu o his left behind a trash bin area. He said Deputies 
land ad their handguns drawn and were pointing them at the 
suspect. He saw the suspect seated at a small booth inside the dining room. 


Deputy Cosio said he took a ae to the left and behind Deputies B-n I

drawn by Deputy Cosio. 


Deputy Cosio said the suspect was seated, holding both knives up to his neck. He said, 
“He had both knives in his hands and he was bloody. It was a bloody mess. At the time, 
| didn’t know where the blood was coming from; | just know there's lots of blood. When | 
walked up to this location, | saw blood on the counter. The call did get updated he was 
attacking people with a knife. | thought he actually stabbed somebody. My mind says, 
God, this guy just killed somebody or he stabbed, really seriously injured somebody.” 


Deputy Cosio said the suspect was given several commends to drop the knives and he 
did not comply. He announced to —_ e an was 
deploying tie “beanbag” and he fired four rounds at the suspect's chest area. 


Deputy Cosio said the suspect presented a center mass target between his wrist/arms 
and above the table. He said the first round did not affect the suspect and he saw the 
suspect leaning forward and the suspect's butt rise off the seat. He thought the suspect 
was going to stand and he continued firing a second beanbag round at the suspect. The 
second round caused the suspect to drop the knives, with one knife coming to rest on 
the table. 


Deputy Cosio said the suspect looked at the knife and he fired the last two beanbag 
rounds at the suspect to stop him from regaining control of the knife. One of the rounds 
“stunned and dazed” the suspect and he assumed it was the last round he fired, but was 
not sure. He said the suspect was “leaning” out of the booth and he saw Deputy 
approach the suspect. He followed Deputy Biland sew Deputy [grab hold of 
the suspect and pull him to the floor. 
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Deputy Cosio said the suspect was on the floor in a prone position and he placed his left 
foot on the suspect's left hand. He said the suspect was handcuffed without further 
incident. 


Deputy Cosio said he fired the rounds quickly at a range of approximately 15 feet. He 
said he knew the minimum range for deploying the stunbag is 30 feet, but he felt the 
situation was a ‘lethal situation.” He said they had the suspect contained in a small area 
(McDonald's dining room) and he did not want to back away to give the suspect more 
room to maneuver or give him access to the Walmart store. He said he did not want the 
suspect to have access to potential weapons and additional victims that were present in 
the Walmart store. 


Deputy Cosio said, “Mind you, it’s not like a typical containment where we got all day to 
sit and wait until we could get supervisors rolling, we could get SEB rolling. Ideally that 
would have been my choice. That's not the choice here because if we were to back off 
the required minimum feet put us at 30 feet, we'd be at the counters here where the 
register is; he’s got free reign of the store now.” 


Deputy Cosio said the suspect said, “You guys fucked up. You should have killed me. 
You need better training. What did you shoot me with?”

She said Deputy 
held on to the open end of the hobble as they waited for paramedics to arrive.

the suspect was holding two knives. 


Mr. RB saia the suspect was yelling for his Ban saying he was going to 
hurt himself. He heard the suspect yell, “Let her go or else it’s not just going to be me.” 
He said the suspect did not charge at anyone. 


Mr. said deputies arrived and ordered the suspect four to five times to drop 


the knives and to get on the floor. The suspect did not comply with the orders. He said 
one of the deputies had a beanbag gun. 
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Mr.  saic he then heard four gunshots. He did not see if the gunshots hit the 
suspect. He did not see anything further because he was helping people exit the area.

He responded to the registers and saw the suspect 
standing behind McDonald's front counter. The suspect was waving two knives around 
and yelling, “Why did she leave me.” 


Mr. M24 he saw two females (Ms. [end Vs a the back kitchen, 


and he saw the suspect cut his left arm with a knife. The suspect yelled, “She left me 
and | want to be with her.” The suspect was “flicking blood” at him and other customers 
as he told them to stay away. 


Mr. Hisaw the suspect place the knives to his neck as he sat down in a booth. He 
saw deputies arrive. They told the suspect to drop the knives several times. 


Mr. C he was standing at register #10, 30-40 feet away from the front of 
McDonald’s, and he could see the deputies’ backs. He said he heard two to three 
gunshots and he started moving people out of the area. He saw the deputies move 
toward the suspect. He did not see anything further because he continued moving 
people out of the store.

He said he was 40-60 feet away from the front of 
McDonald’s, moving people out of the area when he saw the suspect. He saw the 
suspect holding two knives up to his neck, and the suspect was stating he wanted to kill 
himself. 
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mr. [BB said he saw deputies arrive with their weapons drawn and he heard them 
twice order the suspect to drop the knives. He then heard four gunshots and he saw the 
suspect fall to the floor face down. He saw the deputies handcuff the suspect and he 
did not see anything further because he continued to move people out of the store.
